Many Men at Work in the Build- 
ing When Bomb Was Discharged 


Have Narrow Escape. ^ 


Chicago, Dec. 14.—An attempt 
to 


wreck the Coliseum, the building in 
which the First Ward Democratic 
club is to hold its annual ball to- 
n'lght, was made last evening by a 
dynamiter, who exploded a bomb at 
the southeast end of the annex. 


Two men who were sleeping in a 


ramshackle structure adjoining the 
annex, which was used as a junk 
shop, are supposed to have 
been, 


killed. The police and firemen are 
searching in the 
debris 
for 
the 


bodies. 


Hundreds of windows in buildings 


on Michigan and Waoash avenue were 
shattered by the force of the explo- 
sion. 


The damage wrought was far great- 


er that that which attended any for- 
mer local bomb explosion, of which 
the latest one is the twenty-seventh, 
of the series. 


As was the case in. all former ex- 


plosions the police are 'apseaV regard- 
ing the identity of the aynamiter. 


Inspector Wheeler of the Harrison 


street station, was soon at the scene, 
and, after viewing the havoc, signify 
cantly remarked: 
"They can't say 


that this was a gambler's bomb'." 


The inspector would not 
commit 


himself as to who -he thought was re- 
sponsible for the bomb-throwing, but 
he said there was no doubt that it was 
aimed at the First Ward ball. 


*!"You can draw your own conclu- 


sions," he said, "as to who might 
have had a hand in the work. Re- 
formers of a certain type have turned 
heaven and earth in their efforts 
to 


prevent the ball being Held. 


"I don't suppose that any one con- 


nected with any reputable reform or- 
ganization had anything to do with, 
the bomb, but it looks to me as if 
somebody who was in sympathy with 
the reformers rn'ight have touched it 
off." 


The explosion 
occurred 
at S:20 


o'clock. W A. Johnson, night custo- 
cuan of the Coliseum, and a force of 
30 men were at work in the big struc- 
ture at the time getting things In 
shape for tonight's revel of the demi- 
monde. 


The International Dairy Show closed 


its exhibition last Saturday night, 
and the workmen were clearing away 
the debris, when tne collision threw 
several to the floor, although they 
were 100 feet distant from the spot 
where the bomb was exploded. 


A minute or two before the explo- 


sion two colored men who live at i-515 
\Vabash avenue, which is indirectly in 
front of the junk shop, saw two white 
men come out of the passageway that 
leads to the rear. They walked rap- 
idly toward Sixteenth street and be- 
fore reaching the corner the bomb ex- 
ploded 


The Oregon apartment building, 1522 


Michigan avenue, the rear of which 
is on.y a few feet from the junk shop, 
was rocked by the concussion. There 
are 2$ flats in the buil&ng and th-?

Saturday evening it was known 
that her death was but a matter ot 
a few hours, and early Sunday morn- 
ing the soul peacefully passed to it* 
Maker. 


The details of the frightful acci- 


dent which brought about the death

memory of Newark people. 


.On the 23d of last September she 


was engaged in burning leaves -at her 
home when her dress accidentally 
cau.'g'ht fire and before 
proper aid 


could reach her, it was found that 
she had. been seriously burned. Shf 
was hurriedly token to the Newark 
Sanitarium, where at first it was de- 
clared that her chances of recovery 
•were very few. However, she was 
given the 'best of care and treatment, 
and within the period of a week or 
ten days was pronounced on the road 
•to recovery. In this way she lingered 
throughout the 11 -weeks, .bearing her 


. suffering with courage so remarkable 
that it attracted widespread 
atten- 


tion. At last the ravages of poison- 
ing from her injuries began to tell on 
her condition and she continued to 
grow weaker until the time of her 


- death. 


The .fortitude with which she bore 


lier suffering, was characteristic of 
the temperament of the woman, and 
added ma-ny admirers to the host of 
Newark citizens .who had the pleas- 
ure of her acqnaintnce and friend- 
ship. Words cannot fittingly describe 
Mrs. Carl's character. In times of 
need her friendship was never to Dt- 
found -wanting, while at all tim.es hei 
peaceable, loving disposition and the 
^beauty of her home life was a source 
of 'pleasant comment among those 
Tviio knew -her.
